RESIDENT DIES. 


Stationed At Naval - 
Yard During War. 


MR. HUGH BAILEY 


The death occurred at Leigh- 
ton, Welshpool, on April 6, of 
Mr. Hugh Bailey, of the Brook 
House, at the . age of 65. Mr. 
Bailey was a well-known figure in 
Hong Kong unti? 1918, being em- 
ployed in the Naval Dock Yard 
here. 

Mr. Bailey had a slight seizure 
about Christmas time, but had since 
improved in health, and had been 
able to get about again. His death 
was quite unexpected, and news of 
it was received with much regret. 

He was a son of the late Mr.

After spending his early yeara at 
Portsmouth he had three periods of 
service abrond, at Hong Kong, and 
Malta before the war and held a 
responsible position at Hong Kong 
throughout the war. 

Returning to Portsmouth after 
the war, he was at one time among 
those engaged’ in fitting out the 
battle cruiser, Renown, for one of 
the visits the Prince of Wales paid 
to the Dominfons. 

Pensioned At 60. 

He retired on pension on attain- 
ing the age of sixty, and after 
living for three. years at Coedway, 
purehased Brook House, Leighton, 
1wo years ago, and had since lived 
there. He was always keenly in- 
derested in sport and when in Hong
